Vancouver, Aug. -Hi.— The British Co- 
lumbia branch of the Canadian Medical 
Association met lit '.) o'clock this morn- 
ing and elected the following officers for 
the ensuing year: 

President, Dr. W. I). Brydon-Jack, 
Vancouver; vice president, Dr. 10. O. 
Hurt, Victoria; treasurer, Dr. Ilehnc- 
kon, Victoria! secretary, Dr. Lungis, 
Vancouver. The next annual meeting 
will he held iu Vancouver. 

The Canadian Medical Protective As- 
sociation met in Vancouver tins min- 
ing, the occasion being the third annual 
convention o£ the association. Dr. Pow- 
ell, of Ottawa, the president, was iu 
the chair. 

Dr. Powell reported that §1,400 had 
been spent in legal fees as cost in de- 
fending members of the association ac- 
cused of malpractice. He stated that 
although the association was formed 
for the purpose of protecting the pro- 
fession from false charges of malprac- 
tice and blackmailing, that it did not 
defend those who were not worthy of 
support. 

Dr. Powell created a mild sensation 
by stating that a telegram had been 
sent to the press, stating that a cer- 
tain local doctor (Telford), accused of 
malpractice, was to be defended by the 
Canadian Protective Association, As a 
matter of fact this -telegram had lot 
been sent by tno association, but by 
.someone unknown; for the purpose of 
misleading the public. 

As the telegram was signed by a 
false name — P. H. Weld— he did "not 
know what course should be taken to 
bring the guilty party to Justice, lie 
bad asked that a sworn statement be 
made to him by the accused in this case 
as to his conduct in the case that the 
association might act upon it,, and this 
Statement had not yet been received. 

Dr. Fagan, of Victoria, stated that ho 
hid been somewhat startled by Dr. 
Powell's statement. "When the false 
telegram had appeared a Victoria 
paper bad attacked the profession gen- 
erally for acting hastily in the matter, 
and he had, believing the telegram 
true, remonstrated with the editor, who 
had acted very fairly in the matter sub- 
sequently. He asked if any action was 
to be token in ferritins out the matter 
of the false telegram. 

Dr. Powell stated that action had 
been delayed, but that the matter would 
be looked into. 

It was decided by resolution that a 
small executive be appointed in each 
province, its duly being to look into 
cases of alleged malpractice and report 
to the general executive. 

The offices' of secretary and treasury 
were combined find Dr. Powell was re- 
elected president and Dr. James A. 
Grunt, Ottawa, secretary-treasurer, 

The final session of the Canadian 
Medical Association took place tins 
morning and business was hurried 
through that the members might catch 
the steamer for Victoria. 

A report was read from the commit- 
tee of federal health, stating that all ef- 
forts made to induce the Dominion gov- 
ernment to pass a Federal Health Bill, 

establishing a Federal Hoard of Health, 
had failed, although the committee hail 
not given tip hope. 

A resolution was passed, expressing 
regret that the federal government had 
not seen lit to act upon the urgent re- 
quests of the committee, and appointing 
the same committee for 1005, with in- 
structions to renew its efforts with the 
government, urging upon it the neces- 
sity of establishing such a hoard, and 
the wisdom of having all health mat- 
ters conducted under one bead.

A long resolution was passed calling 
attention of the government to the per- 
nicious use of patent medicines and the 
large sales of these medicines which 
contain as a rule a great quantity of 
alcohol nnri other injurious drugs! The 
resolution went on to say that the per- 
sistent use of these medicines created an 
appetite for these drugs and the medi- 
cines in which they were conveyed lo 
the serious injury of those using 
the same. The government was urged lo 
take some action to control the sale of 
these medicines. II was thought by 
many that the government should be 
asked to require vendors of patent 
medicines to submit analysis of the 'n- 
gredients to the government and have 
such analysis printed on the label of 
the bottle. 

It was decided to allow the govern; 
me'nt independent action as to the 
means adopted to limit and regulate the 
sale of patent medicines. 

A resolution was passed urging that 
active measures lie taken to improve 
the method of registration. 

A resolut ion bearing on the some sub- 
ject was passed asking the Quebec au- 
thorities to legislate, legalizing the med- 
ico] bill known as the Buddick Bill, 

It was pointed out that the people of 
Quebec dii! not understand the. scope 
of (his bill and required enlightenment. 
That if they did comprehend it. they 
would not be the only province objecting 
to the measures of tic Buddick medi- 
cal bill. The usual votes of tluulks were 
passed.

Washington Refers Americans 
Whose Goods Were Seized 
to Vladlvostock. 



Washington, Aug, 20.— -Information 
has 'been sent by tho state department 
to all American shippers who have coin- 
iplained that their cargoes have been 
seized 'by Itussia as contraband of war 
that redress must be sought in prize 
courts at Vladivostoek. A case in 
point was brought to the attention of 
the department today, when Balfour, 
Guthrie & Co., of Seattle, complained 
that a shipment of Hour belonging to 
them was seized on the British ship 
Ciilchas. 

Tlio department informed the company 
that it cannot undertake to .make seiz- 
ures of this class a matter of diplomatic 
correspondence, bur advised the com- 
plainant to employ counsel for the pur- 
posed of lodging a protest in the prize 
court at Vladivostoek. 

The department believes that no time 
should be lost in taking this step, and 
the opinion is expressed that these 
cases will finally be carried to thi>coun- 

il of the admiralty at St. Petersburg. 

American shippers are advised to em- 
ploy counsel before the Admiralty court 
also. It is recommended that Russian 
lawyers be employed, as they are better 
equipped to present thes" matters be- 
fore Russian courts.

•The Japanese drove in the Russian 
Outposts and when tho column reached 
a point u couple of miles west of Lian- 
diansiau, the Japanese attempted to in- 
stall batteries, but they met such a hot 
tire that they only succeeded in placing 
one battery, which was soon compelled 
to change its position. At the moment 
of sending the despatch the Japanese 
bad suspended operations. 

'The war office has no news of the 
reported attack on Anshanshan, and 
the general staff is by no means satis- 
fled that the eastern movement of the 
Japanese is more than a feint.

It is understood 
that hor injuries are not serious and if 
Prance demands hor disarmament she 
will put to sea and possibly return to 
European waters. 

The latest information from tho front 
is summed up iu today's despatch, from 
iChefoo to the Associated Press, show- 
ing that the Japanese in the assault on 
Port Arthur August 21st and 22nd were 
again repulsed with heavy losses.

London, Aug. 2(5. — According to the 
correspondent of the Chronicle with 
General Kuropatkin's army the Japa- 
nese are not likely to retire iuto winter 
quarters.

Novik's Fight 

With Tsushima 



Sia&ie Handed the Japanese 
Cruiser Defeated Crack 
Russian Vessel. 



Account of the Brilliant Action 
As Told By An Of 1 leer on 
Board. 



T>uldo, A.ug. 110.— The following uc- 
eouat ot the destruction of the Uussian 
truiuer Novik at KaCsokovsk, Sakhulhi 
islauds, 011 August liUtli itud '21m, by 
*be Javanese protected cruisers Tsushi- 
ma »»d Ohitoz, has been received from 
an officer who was ou board the Tsuslii- 

"it was at twenty minutes before 8 
in luo morning of Friday, August 10th, 
itUat we received a report that the No- 
■yik -had been sighted trom Atoeya ligtu- 
liouse on Chi island. The Tsushima and 
.Ciliitoz immediately headed for Soyae 
(LuperruseJ slrait at full speed. The 
Ohitoz watched the strait while the 
Tsushima wont in search of the enemy. 
"From the fact that the Tsushima has 
two musts and three funnels and some- 
what resembles the Russian cruiser iio- 
gatyr it was deemed less likely to at- 
tract suspicion on board the .Novik than 
the Chitoz, which the Is'ovik had fre- 
qufHfltly been engaged with. 
• The Tsushima steered duo north and 
■ arrived off Knrsakovsk Saturday after- 
noon. We sighted a three-funnel siiip 
inside the harbor. Our spirits ran high. 
;Xou can imagine how wo felt on board 
the Tsushima. We graduully approached 
the .harbor and discovered that the Nu- 
•rik was preparing to come out. She 
•was headed to the southward and evi- 
dently planned to escape through Soya 
strait. We placed ourselves in a posi- 
tion to prevent her escape, manoeuvring 
to keep our port guus trained ou the 
enemy. 

Finally at half-past four o'clock the 
two vessels came close together. We 
-were ordered to lire and our whole port 
.'broadside was poured against the ene- 
my. The Novik responded immediately. 
■She was used to lighting with torpedo 
iboat destroyers off Port Arthur and 
the skill developed in those engagements 
wus now directed against us. Shells 
from the Novik came so close that those 
of us -who were exposed were in great 
•danger of being hit. 

In the meantime we hit the enemy 
twice uud they took lire. She quickly 
changed her course and headed to the 
.uoi-Uiward, back into lyarsokovsk har- 
bor. We followed her. Suddenly a 
shell from the enemy slruck the water 
•splashed against our starboard side near 
the coal bunkers. We begun to leak, 
but temporary repairs were soon made 
the fighting continued for one hour 
longer, coming to uu end at half-past 
five. It is remarkable that we escaped 
serious injury while the Novik was so 
badly damaged.

The 
Chitoz fired into the hull of the Novik 
and completely disabled her. 

"This was the Tsushima's maiden 
fight. She had before been engaged 
entirely in patrol work. The effects 
upon our gunners when their shots hit 
the Novik can be well imagined. They 
took pride in disabling the Russian 
•cruiser which, with her high speed ajid 
splendid seamanship had played a con- 
spicuous part in the fighting since the 
begiuuing of the war."

PORTLAND YACHT 

LOST -IN A FOG 



Race at Astoria Has Disastrous 
Termination For One of 
the Crews. 



Astoria, Ore., Aug. 20.— Five luein- 
bers of the crew of the Portland yacht 
Zephyr had a narrow escape from 
drowning during racing this afternoon. 
They ran into a sandbar a mile from 
the place where they were supposed to 
have been lost, and at 10 o'clock tonight 
were brought to the city by a launch. 
The men were almost exhausted from 
exposure and report a hard experience. 
Six boats started in the class 11 event — 
the Owyhee, Oriole, Alta, Agues, Alba- 
tross and Zephyr. 

While the yachts were manoeuvring 
for I ho -start, the steamer Potter came 
along and ran down the Zephyr. Yacht 
men aboard the Zephyr complain bitter- 
ly ot the neglect of the I'otter, whose 
wheel carried away part of the yacht's 
sail. However, the Zephyr started in 
the race. 

On the north shore of the river a 
heavy fog bank had settled and the 
yachts iwere soon in trouble. The Alta 
and Agnes were compelled to run 
ashore and took refuge at a north .shore 
cannery, telephoning the news of their 
whereabouts. The Albatross returned to 
the city when heavy weather was en- 
countered. Owyhee anil Oriole alone of 
the six boats finished, in the order 
named, but the Zephyr was missing. 
Great concern was expressed for her 
-safety and all launches were pressed 
into service for search. She was last 
seen oft Point Ellice, west of .the city, 
and it was feared her men had beeu 
losi 

Aboard were Capt. Nichols, W. K. 
.Smith, jun., and another young man 
from Portland; and Chns. R. Wright, 
member of the regatta committee, and 
IS. O. Dickinson, of Astoria. 

Mr. Wright stated they were unable 
to find the extreme western buoy and 
that the jihstav carried away while 
they were searching for it. When the 
stay ibroke the jib came up, and for a 
time it -seemed that tlie mast would go 
out. One of the men' crawled forward 
and pulled the jib down and tempor- 
arily repaired it. The crippled yacht 
•was then headed for home. But the 
wind increased and it. was necessary 
to come about; in this way the men 
lost their balance. They sailed on_in 
what they supposed to be the direction 
of home, and finally brought up on the 
sandbar above Tongue point, a long dis- 
tance from the scene of tlie, disaster. 
The yacht repeatedly filled with water 
and two men were kept constantly at 
work bailing her.

A Pleasing Function Yesterday 
Afternoon Witnessed By 
Large Assemblage. 



Presentation of Diplomas t Q 
Graduates Who Go to the 
High School. 



Tho opening exorcises of. the Girls' 
Central school were held yesterday nf- 
ternoon in the Ecmbw-tdin gymnasium, 
and the interest taken in Oils annua] j 
went proved greater than ever, judg- 1 
ing from the large attendance of 
parents who occupied the gallery and | 
ithe lloor of the building. The girls 
tiled iu in good marching order and 
too)v their «eiit,9 in the order assigned 
■without the slightest confusion. A neat 
platform had been erected, ornamented 
by potted plants and other fiord! decora- 
tions, but more conspicuous than any- 1 
tiling else was that coveted prize— the 
Ilibben cup — which this year was wrest- 
ed from the boys by sheer superiority 
in mental prowess and discipline. When 
the boys of the Central School won 
the- prize last year, one of their tirst 
acts, as soon as their enthusiastic cheer- , 
ing had subsided, was to inscribe on 
tlieir blackboards the magnificent motto, , 
"What wo have we'll- hold." They did ! 
not, evidently, calculate upon the men- ; 
tal force they had to contend with at 
the other wing of the school, for tho 
girls resolved that "what wo have not 
•we shall get," and laid tlieir commend- 
able plans accordingly. And they won. 
This year the prize falls to them, nor 
is there any disputing their title there- \ 
to. The work was hard, but it brought 
its reward. The proficiency attained 
by the girls will he appreciated when 
it is stated that of 22 who were exam- j 
iued for High school entrance certifi- 
cates, -0 passed. 

The proceedings yesterday were open- ( 
ed by the chanting of the Lord's 
Prayer, after which there was a class 
song, "Beautiful Golden Sometime," 
and a pianoforte trio by Misses Briggs, 
•Sears and Rogers. So effective was the 
latter number that an encore was de- 
manded, as persistently called for by 
tho pupils as by tlieir parents and 
friends. Mrs. J. D. Helmcken sang 
"Snowllakes," und was obliged to re- 
spond to an encore, when she gave a 
•slumber song. 

Yen. Archdeacon Scriven briefly ad- 
dressed tho entrance class, reminding 
them that they were now "young ladies 
of the High school." In addressing 
-such a gathering of youth, beauty and ■ 
talent, lie was fortunate in having been 
supplied with a text by Miss Williams, I 
the principal of the school, from which 
he was delighted to observe that of 22 | 
girls who tried for the High school en- | 
trance certificates, 20 had passed. Re- 
ferring to the Hibben silver cup, which 
lie noticed on the table, and which fell 
to the school with the highest percent- 
age of marks, he was pleased to see 
that it was still in possession of the 
Central school— and be hoped It would 
remain there; at least lie hoped the 
pupils of the Central would work hard 
to keep it up the hill. (Laughter.) It 
wns sometimes said that girls were not 
equal to the boys in arithmetic, but the 
girls of the Central school had shown 
what a mistaken notion this was, as 
tJiev had beaten the boys in this branch. 
It was very encouraging to note that 
the average of pupils passing into the 
High school was increasing, this year 
the numbers being 23 from the boys 
school and 23 from the girls' side. An- 
other very pleasing feature was that 
the regular attendance at the schools 
was improving, the average percentage 
for this year being 1)0. Under such 
creditable conditions it was not sur- 
prising that such good results should 
ibe accomplished; The Yen. Archdeacon 
counselled the successful pupils to still 
further exertions. They had begun at 
the lower rung of the ladder in their 
school and had attained to the top. 
Thev were now about to begin at the . 
lower rung in the High school and 
should strive to get to the top there 
also. Kven then they would have to 
begin again at the lower rung when 
they entered upon the battle of life, 
and tho process would be continued I 
through life until they reached their 
reward above. He would impress upon 
all the necessity of cultivating a spirit 
of esprit do corps, and not looking j 
simply to their own personal achieve- | 
ments, however great. Concluding, the | 
Archdeacon complimented the success- 
ful pupils and their teachers, and wish- 
ed thorn continued success. 

Supt. of Education Robinson next ad- 
dressed the assemblage, and said that 
with such excellent teachers and such ■ 
excellent pupils, it was ditllcult to im- 
agine anything but success. However, 
there was one point in connection With 
the schools of Victoria which be some- 
what regretted, and that was that not 
a single candidate entered from this 
city for the Rhodes' scholarship. \\ by 
was this'; Kaslo and Nauaimo and 
other cities had sent up pupils, but 
Victoria, the capital, not one.

| FIRST ATLANTIC TURBINE. 

Big Allan Liner Victorian Pioneer of 
.. • New System. 

The Allan Line steamship Victorian, 
the largest turbine vessel yet built, was 
launched at Belfast Thursday; It is 
expected that she will be ready for ser- 
vice before the end of the year. She is 
o40 feet long, has sixty feet beam aud 
her depth is forty feet six inches. 

The Victorian is to he fitted up in a 
most luxurious manner and is to carry 
1,500 passengers, but the chief interest 
in her lies in her propelling power. 

Turbine steamships on the Clyde and 
in cross-channel service have proved 
.very successful, mainly because they 
have afforded more comfort to passen- 
gers, but considerable modifications had 
to be devised to meet the requirements 
of the Atlantic service, including enor- 
mous propelling power and great stop- 
ping, hacking and steering power. 

Those difficulties are understood to 
have been overcome by Charles A. Par- 
sons, the engineer, who has developed 
the steam turbine and made it suitable 
for the generation of electricity and the 
propulsion of mercantile and war ves- 
sels. 

A special arrangement has been de- 
vised for the Victorian's machinery, 
whereby reversing power equal to that 
of her 'forward propelling power can 
be imparted to it, securing the almost 
instant arrest of the steamship's for- 
ward motion and speedy backing in ease 
it is needed. Her propellers are three 
in number, each on a separate length of 
shafting. 

The Victorian will he fitted with n 
'wireless telegraph apparatus and will 
carry a complete printing outfit between 
<lecks. Her tonnage is about 12,000 and 
she is expected to develop about 10,000 
horse power.

About sis districts will 
compete aud the two judges, who are 
to be selected from island and mainland 
experts, will 'have tlieir hands full to 
render a decision on the merits of the 
various exhibits, as all will he the very 
best that can be collected by the respec- 
tive societies. 

It. B. Halhead, secretary of the Co- 
mox association, states that the farmers 
of that district are taking exceptional 
interest in the Victoria show. Largo en- 
tries of first-class stock, dairy produce, 
fruit, etc., might be expected from 
there, as most of the ranchers were 
preparing to compete. As the same 
condition of affairs is reported from 
other districts, the show should be a 
decided success ifroui an agricultural 
standpoint. 

At a meeting of the fly-casting com- 
mittee details of this competition were 
discussed. J. P. Babcock, provincial 
fisheries commissioner, was present, 
and in a few remarks gave those pres- 
ent his advice as to the necessary ar- 
rangements. He pointed out that it 
would bo impossible for the fly-casting 
to be done on canvas. Water was ab- 
solutely .necessary if it was the inten- 
tion to make the affair successful, and 
at. expanse of not less than SO feet 
long by feet wide would he needed. 
Then again, the direction of the wind 
on the day of the competition would 
have to be considered. It was finally 
decided to refer the matter to the execu- 
tive in order to ascertain whether ar- 
rangements could he made for a canvas 
tank of water of the size mentioned. 

The trap shoot, boxing competition 
and tug-of-war tournament are all en- 
gaging the attention of members of the 
executive, and give promise of proving 
successful. A deputation from the 
Work Point garrison waited upon Sec- 
retary Swiuerton the other day for the 
purpose of arranging to enter some 
boxers in the Victoria amateur cham- 
pionship matches from the barracks. 
It was practically decided, however, to 
put up a special cup for competition 

among the soldiers, many of the latter 
being unable to prove themselves bona 
lido amateurs. The soldiers are also 
entering a smart team in the tug-of- 
war events.

In amplification Of the brief despatch 
In yesterday morning's Colonist respecting 
the public meeting iu Vancouver on Thurs- 
day evening, regarding the proposal to es- 
tablish n sanitarium for consumptives, the 
following details of the proceedings are at 
hand: 

Dr. Fagan read the society's proposal as 
follows: 

"1 am Instructed by the executive com- 
mittee of the Society for the Prevention 
and Cure o£ Tuberculosis to plaee the fol- 
ing proposition before you: 

■•The lists to be given to the different 
friendly, beneficent, social, labor and other 

societies, also to the clergy of all denom- 
inations and to Individuals, with a request 
that a subscription be solicited for the 
purpose of maintaining Incipient coiisutnp- 
tves at some suitable resort In Brllsh Col- 
umbia. 

"That subscriptions lie limited to one dol- 
lar, and that the subscribers sign h list 
agreeing to pay one dollar each year for 
ten consecutive years. 

"That any one wishing to pay la the 
ten years' subscription at once can do so, 
and the trustees will undertake to have 
such surplus placed to the credit of the 
maintenance fund for each year, ns if it 
had been paid In yearly." 

Dr. Fagnu honed the different clergy- 
men would take the matter up in their 
churches. He would also ask the govern- 
ment to send the lists to the schools, and 
so everyone In British Columbia would be 
reached. The subject had been taken up 
with enthusiasm, and ho was sure that 
Vancouver would not be behind In any 
way. 

Dr. Mayo Robson received quite an 
ovation in coming forward.

When my friend 
Dr. Fugan asked me to put In uu appear- 
ance 1 thought it might be beneficial to 
his cause, hut I never expected to he coll- 
ed upon to make a speech, fortunately, 
however, the subject is on.-? with which I 
am pretty well acquainted, as surgical 
operations are often the result of tubercu- 
lar infection. In England I would have to 
apologize, but It was a mistake as tuber- 1 
cull produces surgical as well as medical 
diseases. Nearly all forms of disease in 
the knees and joints arc dependent on a, 
tuber. Tuberculosis Is much more fre- 
quent In older and much more thickly 
populated countries, but it is by no means 
limited to these. Some years ago when I 
entered the medical profession, I was told 
that there was no tuberculosis in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, ami I believe 
that at that time it wns nearly true, ami 
many consumptives have gone to New Zen- 
land to convalesce, but today the tubercu- 
lar bacilli are rife iu both countries. In 
tills new city of Vancouver, where all 
kinds of people come, some of them are not 
always healthy, Thev bring with them 
the germ of disease, and, If unchecked, 
these germs will soon become rife, and so 
I am heartily In sympathy with Dr. Fa-

gan.'s crusaile to crush this disease while 
yet. In its infancy. 

Now everyone knows thut tuberculosis 
starts from a small germ, the tubercular 
bacillus. A few years ago little was 
known about it, but fortunately, owing to 
'Koch's discovery, we know it Is depend- 
ent on a germ of which we could put a mil- 
lion or more into the eye of a small needle. 
Now we know that When these germs are 
allowed to lie in the dust of the streets, 
where they are deposited owing to the 
Ignorance iff some people, they are hound 
to distribute disease. 

In a certain health resort In England, 
where I was called to do some operations, 
1 found large numbers of people catching 
disease on going there. I found that there 
was a colony of fishermen who mostly 
lived In small houses with closed windows; 
They were afraid of fresh air, which would 
kill the germs of disease, and I nm afraid 
that this Is a fault that occurs lh many 
countries besides England. 

It Is Impossible to get rid of the tuber- 
cular bacilli entirely, but fortunately they 
are subject to a cure If the right methods 
aro taken. If you plant wheat In the soil 
prepared for It, It will grow wheat; lint If 
you plant the tubercular bacillus by in- 
temperance, unclean habits or otherwise, 
it will grow and kill. Fortunately we 
know that by fresh air, good food and 
temperate habits we are able to fortify 
tho system against this disease, and noth- 
ing would do so much to prevent 'the 
spread of It as the Isolation of these pa- 
tients In sanitaria, where they could have 
good food, proper exercise and plenty of 
fresh air. The building does not matter 
so much ns the surroundings. Here you 
have splendid scenery; you have the moun- 
tains (dose at hand where you can find 
splendid elevations for building; you have 
air coming fresh from the sea. All that 
is necessary is to put your hands In your 
pockets, and it should not be difficult to 
subscribe the modest, sum required. It Is 
not necessary to have large or sumptuous 
buildings, and a beginning could easily be 
made. 

If you want to cure consumption you 
must not wait until it is too far develop- 
ed; but you must aim at destroying It In 
the early stages, when you have still the 
rich corpuscles in the blood to battle! with 
these genus. We need, ns It were, to look 
after our protoplasm, and then health will 
follow. 

I am told that there are 40,000 people In 
Canada who are Infected with tubular 
bacilli, and that 8,000 or 0,000 people die 
in Canada every .year from tuberculosis. 
Now every person who dies Is worth $500 
to $1,000 n year to the country, and thus 
you are losing $0,000,000 a year unnecessar- 
ily, and are foolishly wasting these lives 
for want of a little care. Remember that 
consumption Is a curable disease, and I 
believe that we shall yet live to see tuber- 
cular or consumptive diseases obliterated 
from the land. 1 see no reason why we 
should not. I am very sorry that I can- 
not say the same of cancer, but we are 
working, and I hope something may be 
done with that. 

! Tuberculosis can be conquered, but we 
must learn to fight the disease as soon as It 
enters the system, and hence the neces- 
sity of such institutions as are proposed j 
by Dr. Fugan, and 1 feel sure that a per- 
son with money to spare cannot expend it 
In a more noble or worthy manner than In 
subscribing to these sanitaria." (Loud j 
Cheers.) 

Mr. f.ee. president of the Trades ami 
Labor Council, moved, and Mr. .T. W. [ 
i Burns seconded, a resolution, "that tills 
meeting heartily endorse? the action of Dr. 
Fagan In this matter." The motion was 
carried by a standing vote.

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GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC TER- 
MINUS; 

Tho Toronto Globe iu a recent issuo 
has an article on tho selection of a 
Pacific terminus of tho new national 
transcontinental railway, in which it re- 
fers to "a parly of distinguished gen- 
tlemen who are about to take part in 
a piece of work which must inevitably 
become historic." Its information is 
to tho oltect that the party will in- 
clude several directors of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway and the Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries. Of 
course we know that the Hon. Mi, 
Prefontaino has left for the Fast and 
will not accompany the party. Tho 
fact has been commented upon that 
Mr. Fmmcrson, the Minister of Ra'H- 
-ways, upon whose recommendation tho 
selection of the site must be confirmed 
A>y the Dominion Government, should 
not have accompanied the party him 
self. Apparently ho has very little to 
do with the matter except to register 
tho will of those in the administration 
.who are directing its policy. It is be 
cause tho Hon. Mr. Blair refused to be 
n stool pigeon and have tho policy of 
his department dictated by others that 
■he resigned. Evidently Mr. Emmerson 
was a gentleman of more pliable dis- 
position and hence more satisfactory to 
tho railway-owned government. This 
probably accounts for the Statement Of 
the Globe that "it is satisfactory to 
find tho Minister and the company 
working together so harmoniously that 
they are able to take precautions 
against those frictions which are quite 
certain to arise if not foreseen and 
forestalled. The co-operation between 
them 'is SO close, the interests involved 
are of such magnitude and variety, and 
the whole scheme is in its nature so 
unprecedented, that only by unceasing 
vigilance and mutual accommodation 
can grave trouble bo avoided." 

The Globe then proceeds to deal with 
the considerations which are involved 
■in the selection of a terminus. It says 
that two engineering conditions must 
bo fulfilled, •'The harbor must have 
the 'best available natural facilities and 
must 'be so situated as to be approach- 
able toy rail without too sharp curves 
and too steep gradients." Tins is a 
piece of information that will ho of 
great advantage to the Government. 
Our contemporary points out that three 
natural harbors in northern British 
Columbia have been frequently men- 
tioned in this connection, but its iu- 
iforinntion on the subject is not of such 
a character as to justify a recommen- 
dation on the subject.

A CASIO OF "HOLD UP." 

The appointment of Mr. F. B. Wade, 
member of the Canadian Parliament 
■for Annapolis, Nova Scotia, to the po- 
sition of chairman of the commission 
for constructing the eastern section of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, 
which has recently been made by the 
Lauricr Government, makes the begin- 
ning of the second part of the great 
game of political exploitation which has 
been running riot at Ottawa during the 
last year or two, in which the maritime 
province members have taken so promi- 
nent a part. 

When the Grand Trunk Pncific i _ , 
scheme was before Parliament Mr. " ooa 
Wade made a speech, from the report 
of which, as given in one of the leading 
Montreal dailies, we quote a brief ex- 
tract : 

"Mr. Wade, of Annapolis, resumed 
the debate on the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
He declared that in insisting Upon the 
construction of the eastern section the 
government was simply doing its duty. 
Under the original scheme as proposed 
by the Grand Trunk, the traffic of the 
West would have been diverted to Am- 
erican channels. The maritime prov- 
ince members were determined that 
their section should get something out 
of it, and by 'supporting the hands of 
the Government,' as Mr. Wade de- 
scribed the operation, they succeeded in 
having inserted a clause by which the 
line was to be continued to Mouctou, 
the company being compelled to accept 
this or run the risk of seeing their 
scheme defeated in Parliament. Mr. 
Wade declared emphatically that no 
scheme having for its object the nation- 
al advancement of Canada could hope 
to get through unless it took into ac- 
count the rights and interests of the 
maritime province." 

From the above it will be seen that 
the Grand Trunk Pacific people did not 
want to build the eastern section of this 
road, but were compelled to aliow it ti> 
lie tacked on to the scheme in order to 
satisfy the maritime province members, 
who otherwise would have defeated the 
entire project. This eastern section ex- 
tends from Winnipeg to Moucton, a dis- 
tance of about 1,000 miles, and is esti- 
mated to cost something like S75,000, ; 
000. The first part of it runs from 
Winnipeg to the city of Quebec, largely 
through the nortuern solitudes of On- 
tario and Quebec, away north of any of 
the towns or business centres, through 
a rough, rocky and unsettled country, 
generally known as tho Laurent lan 
plateau district. Such a line would be 
away north of the great lakes (unless 
branch lines were built to the lakes), 
so that grain or other freight carr'cd 
over it would lose all the benefits of 
cheaper water carriage by the lake 
routes. It is safe to conclude, therefore, 
that but little of the wheat and other 
products of the northwest would ever 
reach the seaboard by that route in com- 
petition with the cheaper route by the 
lakes. At any rate this is the deliberate 
opinion of two of the best railway ex- 
perts in Canada, Sir William Van 
Home and Hon. A. G. Blair, both of 
whom have so emphatically expressed 
themselves. It is easy to understand 
then why practical railway people 
should not want to build that part of 
the road. 

The second part of this eastern sec- 
tion of the Grand Trunk Pacific lies 
between nie city of Quebec and Mouc- 
ton, N. B. It is, of course, well known 
that there is already a Hue of railway 
between these two points, built and 
owned by the government, or rather the 
people of Canada.

The object of the 
shippers in sending it to a foreign coun- 
try was to obtain a rebate of the stamp 
duty from the Washington authorities, 
to which they were entitled for doing 
so. The tobacco, it is believed, had been 
exported to the Philippines from the

Pupils who have not completed 
matriculation will continue (,, receive 
instruction till the Sept ember matricu- 
lation examination, which takes place 
on the 14th and following days of that 
month. 

The Victoria College has a high 
school and university department. In 
the 'former there are three sections— 
preparatory, junior and matriculation — 
in the latter, one, the lirst year in arts. 
At present the preparatory section con- 
tains three divisions, the junior, two 
and the matriculation, one. The two 
lower divisions of the preparatory sec- 
tion will consist of the new pupils .who 
have just passed their entrance exam- 
ination. The upper divisions of that 
section consists mainly of pupils who 
entered last Christmas, and the two 
divisions of the junior section will com- 
prise the pupils who will take the de- 
partmental junior examination next 
duly. Admission is to oue of the low- 
est divisions unless the candidate can 
show his fitness to enter a higher. 

Students preparing for teachers' cer- 
tifdentes follow the ordinary curricu- 
lum, the junior, matriculation, and 
first year in arts being recognized as 
meeting the non-professional require- 
ments of third class, second class and 
lirst class certificates, respectively. 

Prospective students in arts, law, the- 
ology, medicine and applied science are 
prepared for matriculation in these sev- 
eral faculties, the curriculum for tho 
"matriculation" division being adapted 
i exclusively to the requirements of such 
' Students. Victoria College, being alllli- 
ated to McGill University, the exam- 
inations taken are those of that uni- 
versity, but such examinations tire ac- 
cepted generally as qualifying for ad- 
mission to other universities. 

Under affiliation, a duplicate of the 
first year course in arts is given here, 
and the examination papers are set 
and marked by the McGill examining 
board. The university authorities 
strongly recommend intending students 
of other faculties to take- one or two 
years iu arts, in the interest of their 
general education. 

For further particulars parents and 
pupils are referred to the city superin- 
tended or lo the principal. 

— At Calgary on 
Thursday when Hon. Mr. Prefoutaino, 
minister of murine and fisheries, passed 
through on his way east to Ottawa, he 
stated that he had received a wire from 
Ottawa, informing him that the gov- 
ernment had received a note from -Mr.

CHICAGO MAN IS 
SURPRISED AT MINES 

Astounded at the Possibilities of 
Deposits In Boundary 
Country. 



A despatch from Grand Forks says II. II. 
Bishop, a Chicago capitalist, uud party 
have returned home after a tour of the 
Boundary district. During his visit Mr. 
Bishop acquired a large interest in the 
Hesperus Gold Mines Company, Limited, 
owning the lietts and Hesperus group, 
situated on Hardy mountain, four miles 
ifroni the Granby smelter. 

Speaking to your correspondent, Mr. 
Bishop said: "I had heard a great deal 
about the vast mineral wealth of your dis- 
trict and am nappy to state that my anti- 
cipations have been more than realized. 
Altogether too much emphasis has been 
laid ujion the Boundary gold-copper ores 
being lew grade. The contained metul 
values are less than those of many other 
mining districts, but the cost of mining 
and smelting are also very much less. 
The expression therefore should be a rela- 
tive term. In fact all the big dividend- 
paying mines of the world Willi a very 
few exceptions, whether gold, silver, cop- 
per, iron or coal, make a profit of but $1 
or $2 per ton, and many of them a less 
profit, but the lil;; Inexhaustible tonnage 
counts. No one thinks of calling tne 
Butte, Montana, copper camp a low grade, 
yet Its $10, and $14 ores, owing to their 
refractoriness and to expensive dee]) min- 
ing, are not so valuable as $5 to ss ores 
In the Boundary. There are about four of 
the large mines in Butte that make on 
their ore a larger prolit per ton than is 
made by the Boundary copper mini's, and 
two of these four at most make only a 
few cents per ton more profit. 

"I was simply astounded at the mag- 
nitude of the Granny mines at Phoenix. 
Mr. Hodges, the general superintendent, 
was kind enough to escort our party 
through the vast workings, it was a rev- 
elation to all of us to see the ore blocked 
out in acre tracts. I could readllv credit 
the correctness of the statement that the 
tonnage In sight exceeds 20,000. IK hi tons. 
The economical methods of mining, espe- 
cially by means of steam shovels, also 
greatly Impressed us, but I was not sur- 
prised to learn thai tile costs of mining 
and smelting do not. exceed .fL'.IJO per ton 
The Granby Mis virtually a mountain of 
ore and the tunnels run to tap the lower 
levels will likely tend to reduce the 
Charges very considerably. I can well un- 
derstand ti u . eagerness with which the 
threat Northern undertook the work of 
building Into Phoenix, for the present out- 
put of 2 000 tons daily now being hauied by 
the (..

In conversation with a gentleman be- 
longing to the royal navy a Colonist re- 
porter yesterday learned some Interesting 
particulars regarding the changes In Brit- 
ish naval armament which have been 
rumored for some time back. It Is gener- 
ally admitted that , -the six-Inch gun as a 
.factor In naval warfare has seen Its day, 
.and that It is to be relegated to the small- 
er craft, appearing 110 more In the second- 
ary or broadside batteries of any battle- 
ship or cruiser of the llrst or even the sec- 
ond class. 

The weapon which Is to take the place 
of the discarded 8-inch is the favorite 0.2 
■or, for the secondary batteries and for 
smaller craft, the 7.5. The U.2 gun now 
•turned out at the royal gun foundries In 
England Is a magnificent weapon. It 
throws a 380-lb. shell at the rate of two 
■or three a minute, and those will pass clear 
through eleven Inches of Krupp steel at 
a distance of two miles. The 7.5 throws 
a liOO-lb. shell at the rate of four a min- 
ute, and those projectiles will pierce two 
feet of iron easily at one ami a half 
-miles. The 0.2 goes through t!5 incites of 
Iron with ease at that distance. 

The new plans for battleship armament 
{provide for four 12-inch guns In pairs, two 
forward in turret, and two aft; and a 
.broadside battery of 9.2's arranged on 
the main and lower decks, and giving a 
perfect range all round tho ship. The two 
new battleships just laid own In England 
tire to be so armed; and yet, notwithstand- 
ing the great Increase In power of gun, it 
lias been so cleverly managed that the tou- 
.uage of the vessels has not been increased 
to any extraordinary extent. They will 
not be much larger than the vessels of the 
Magnificent class. 

The change of armament noted In the 
foregoing paragraphs conveys more than 
appears on the surface. It simply means- 
• that the British ships so armed will be 
■able to pierce the armor of any vessel 
-iilloat or building today. The destructive? 
.power of the U.2 Is greater In proportion 
lo Its size than that of any other gun 
made. 

The (Much gun receives its congee from 
the decks of the British naval ilrst-classers 
owing to the evidence of Its uselcssnosst 
submitted during tho naval conflicts be- 
tween Japanese and Russian fleets, and In 
the Innumerable attacks on I'ort Arthur 
by the Japanese fleets. On many of the 
larger ships the 0-inch guns have not been 
.used since the war began, the work of at- 
tack and defence falling entirely upon the 
3arger weapons. Besides, the destructive 
power and accuracy of the (3-iuch gun have 
.never been great enough to warrant much 
.dependence being placed upon It In a 
serious encasement, especially at such 
ranges as obtain in modern naval con- 
Jllct. 

Naval men speak enthusiastically of the 
0.2 as a veritable triumph In gun making, 
and say that Its general use In the British 
navy will give that force an Incalculable 
advantage.

j TREASURE FROM NORTH. 

Much Fine Gold From the Unga and 
Yakataga. 

I I'okes containing $10,000 in treasure 
frOm Unga and Yakataga Beach were 
brought from the north on the Alaska 
Pacific Navigation Company's steamship 
Excelsior; which reached Seattle Wednes- 
day. The bulk of the gold Is from yaka- 
taga, and represents the largest shipment 
since strikes were made recently along the 
coast to the westward. 

The steamship Kxcelslor anchored oh' 
lakataga Beach on the northbound trip. 
Information was received aboard tho ves- 
sel that more than 200 miners would win- 
ter there.

Long-Delayed British Bark Makes Fort

can tug Richard Holyoke, and Is now at 
anchor awaiting orders. The Engelhorn 
was 7!) days on the way from the war- 
swept seas of Korea, and had some Inter- 
esting experiences during the voyage, espe- 
cially in Japanese waters. She comes here, 
light.

Probably the most distinguished of 
the (many physicians who are visiting 
the city today is Dr. Mayo-Robson, tho 
eminent English surgeon, -whose name 
amongst tho members of the medical 
profession lias been associated with 
some of the most .skillful operations on 
l coord. At tue convention which has 
just closed in Vancouver, ho gave u 
masterly lecture on surgery, which the 
Province summarized iais follows : 

A large white screen was prepared 
for use with the stereoptlcon, the few 
stray beams of sunlight excluded by 
drawing the blinds more closely. The 
stereoptlcon; which was operated i>y 
Mr. It. Sparling, was tested prepara- 
tory to illustrating the lecture, and 
then all the lights in tho hall were 
turned on while Dr. Mnyb-Robson 
made his opening remarks. 

The eminent surgeon spoke in a 
clear, distinct voice, and every word 
of tho Ieeturo was listened to almost 
breathlessly by the assembled doctors, 
who crowded in from reception and 
committee rooms until every available 
inch of the large hall was filled. 

Commencing with the modest .state- 
ment that the results which he Jiad 
noted in several thousand cases might 
be of some benefit to the members of 
the medical profession, Dr. Mayo-Rob- 
soti went on to state that ho would 
confine his remarks principally to af- 
fections of the pancreas and the 
causes of gall stones, as these were a 
prolific source of- surgical opera- 
tions. Having brielly outlined his sub- 
ject and cited some of the symptoms, 
the speaker then went on to illustrate 
some of the- cases lie had operated on, 
anil the methods which he had used. 

For this purpose n number of rare 
and 'extremely interesting slides were 
thrown on the screen by the stereoptl- 
con. These slides showed the various 
diseased affecting the pancreas, as well 
as tho treatment of them. Many of 
the illustrations were very valuable, as 
it is not given to every practitioner 
to .secure such valuable specimens of 
anatomical research us that enjoyed by 
Dr Mayo-Robson in his extensive prac- 
tice in ono of the large London hospi- 
tals. After dealing witli tho pancreas 
and with the different stages of disease 
in the common duct, as well as in the 
intestinal passages, Dr. Mayo-Robson 
then went on to refer at length to tho 
formation of gall stones and affections 
of the gall bladder. These were also 
illustrated by many views, all beauti- 
fully clear and distinct. 

Referring to operations for intestinal 
troubles, Dr. Mayo-Robson gave his 
hearers some valuable advice regarding 
the '/best methods to be pursued as de- 
duced from his extensive experience. 
He urged his hearers not to be afraid 
of making an incision sufficiently largo 
when commencing no operation, as in 
many cases lie had found that the in- 
ternal organs were more injured by 
not having the initial incision large 
enough than otherwise. He thought 
that was the reason that so many op- 
erations failed by reason of the opera- 
tor trying to save a few stitches in tho 
incision, in proof of this he cited a i 
number of cases which had come under 
his special notice. 

Shortly afterward Dr. Mayo-Robson 1 
was heartily applauded for a modest I 
description of a wonderful case of sur- 
gery which he had performed, and 
which, to the lay mind, appeared much 
as if the speaker had built a man out 
of mincemeat. He went on to techni- 
cally describe a number of other ditll- 
cult cases, his remarks in every instanco , 
producing loud apph-.use from the at- i 
tentivo doctors. He then gave his , 
hearers hints on the use of chloride of 
calcium in operations iu order to pre- 
vent hemorrhages. The diagnosing of j 
complicate!] diseases next received the 
lecturer's attention, and he also gave 
his hearers some valuable hints along ' 
that line. In conclusion, ho made an 
appeal for the assistance of his modi- ' 
cal colleagues for such rare cases of 
gall stones and similar cases ns came 
under their individual attention, all in ' 
the interests of humanity. He had j 
operated on over 700 eases for gall i

D. R. Wilkle, vice-president and general 
manager of the Imperial Bank of Canada. 
I lie Is accompanied by Mr. Charles Cock- 
j shutt. 

I Mr. Wilkle is spoken of as perhaps the 
best Informed man In Canada on the sun- 
I ject of a Canadian mint, alid the advan- 
tage which will accrue to the country 
I when such an Institution shall have been 
! provided. He says: "Canada needs a 
I mint, both for business and sentimental 
reasons, and no part of the whole country 
I would benefit by it so much as Drltlsh 
i Columbia. Here gold, silver and copper 
! are mined, ami the big gold country to 
/ the north Is tributary to this province. 
I Now all this gold goes to United States 
banks only to come back Into Canada as 
coinage. There Is an assay ofllce In tills 
city, and the benellt of that Institution be- 
I lug here has been obvious. Rut the gold Is 
I nearly all eventually taken to the United 
! States, there coined, and Canadian flnan- 
1 cial Institutions have to receive It buck 
from over the Hue." 

It Is not so much the gold question, 
however, that Mr. Wilkle considers so 
vital, though that, with Its accompany- 
ing Increase In trade caused by men who 
eomo with the gold. Is Important enough, 
as the matter of the silver coinage. This 
country Is literally Hooded with United 
States slider. On every dollar of that sil- 
ver, the country to the south makes, 
roughly, Ilfty cents. 

"Why," asked Mr. Wilkle, "should Can- 
ada not make that llfty cents on her own 
silver, mined and minted here? The 
United States makes the difference be- 
tween the bullion value of silver in the 
open market and the value of the dollar 
after the stamp is on It." 

Mr. Wilkle, when speaking upon! the sub- 
ject of so much foreign coinage being In 
tho country, remarked that as a banker he 
would not advocate refusing It, or even 
discounting It. lie thought the better, 
way would be to take It all at par, ami 
then send It to tho United States. With a 
mint turning out Canadian coinage, our own 
money would soon become the universal 
medium of exchange In the country, and 
Canada would reap the resultant profit 
between the value of the metal and the 
value of the coin.
